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Administration Report of the Shahpura Chiefship 
for the year 1917-18. 


CHAPTER I. 


Gexkhal and Political. 

1. The Chiefship of Shahpura is situated between 25 2!)' North 
Latitude and 74' 44' ami 75 7' East Longitude. 

2. It is bounded on the Noith and North-east by the British 
District of Ajmer and on every other side by the Udaipur State, except 
in the North-north-east corner, where the border touches that of Kishan- 
garh. A small detached tract lies about five miles to the West of its 
South-western boundary. 

3. The Shahpura Chiefship is under the Political charge of the 
Political Agent, Deoli. 

4. The total area of the Chiefship is 705 square-miles. 

5. The Chiefship consists of two Parganabs, i.e.. Phulia and 
Xachhola. The former is held uuder the British Government and the 
latter under the Udaipur Darbar. 

0. The Khari and the Mu mi are the only two rivers. They flow- 
in the North from West to East, join near Phulia, and fall into the Banus 
River. 

7. The country is for the most part flat, open and treeless and 
contains much pasture land. 

5. The total population of both the Parganahs of the Shahpura 
Chiefship is 64/190, i.e., 47,397 of the Phulia Parganah and 16,102 of the 
Ivachhola Parganah, according to the census of 19 LI. 

9. ‘ The gross revenue of the Chiefship for the pasi five years is 
Rs. 4,78,527. 

10. The -Chiefship pays an anuual tribute of Rs. 10,000 British to 
Government and Bs. 3,000 Chittori to the Udaipur Dai bar. 

11. The Ruling Chief. Rajadhiraja Sir .Nahar Siughji. K.C.I.E., 
a Seeshodia Rajput, .was born in January 1854 A.D. He is mairied to 
the sister of the Ruling- Chief of Chliota Udaipur State, Re wall Kantha 
Agency in Gujrat, a Chauhan Rajput. 

Shahpura is also connected by marriage with Jodhpur, Alwar, 
iKishangarh. Wankaner, Dlirangdhra, Sunthrampur, Sikar and Khetri. 
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The Rajadhiraja has two sons, viz,, Rajkumar Umaid Singh • 
and Rajkumar Sardar Singh, and three grandsons, Raghuraj, son of 
Rajkumar Umaid Singh, and Shatrunjai and Prakrum Singh, sons of, 
Rajkumar Sardar Singh, 

12. Dating the year under report the health of the family was 
generally good. 

IS. The Rajadhiraja went (o Ajmer on 1st Novembei 1.917 to bid 
good-bye to the Ron’ble Sir E. G Colvin, K.C.S J. fie also joined the 
Recruiting Committee held there, and returned to Shahpura on 5th 
November, and again on 5th .December 1917, accompanied by 
Rajkumar Umaid Singh, to have an interview with the Hon’ble Lt -Col. 
J. Manners-Smith, and returnd to Shahpura on 1 1th Deeembci. 

He visited Deoli on 26th April with Rajkumar Umaid Singh 
to have an interview with S. S. Waterfield, Esq , Political Agent, and, 
returned to Shahpura on 29th April. Short visits, were paid to Ajmer 
in February and March and to Ahu in May. On 4th October he went 
to Udaipur and is still there. 

Rajkumar Umaid Singh paid short visits to Ajmer, Alwar, 
TCishangarh, Delhi and Banera, and to Partabgarh to pay the condolence 
visit.

Rajkumar Sardar Singh, who was at the front for three years, 
returned on leave in September 191 ft. 

14 The Chiefship and the. public have contributed largely towards 
the various funds since the outbreak of war, according to their resources. 
The annual contribution of Rs 5,500 promised towards the cost of the 
war, which the Chiefship has been paying since 1915-16, was continued, 
as also the interest accruing from the War Loan of Rs. 50,000 offered 
last year, which is credited to Tlis Excellency the Viceroy’s War Gift 
Fund. 


CHAPTER IT. 

Land Administration. 

15. For revenue purposes the Chiefship is divided into two P.tr- 
ganahs, which are subdivided into the following Tahsils

In Pargiiuah Phulia the Tahsil of Dhikola was abolished and a part 
of it was incorporated info Shahpura Tahsil. 



Each of die above Tahsils is under the cl large of a Tahsildar, who in 
Parganah Phulia is directly subordinate to the Musahib Mai, and in 
Parganah Kacbhola to the jfcamdar of ICachhola as well as to Revenue 
Musahib. 

1C. There are 21S villages in the Chiefship, of which 6S are jagir 
and 1 8 uilak (charitable grant). The mode of land revenue collection 
has hitherto been ‘ Latai ' or ‘ Kuntai ’ of all the crops generally, except 
cotton and maize in lcharif, for which cash rent- is realised. Past 
experience lias shown that both these sy.stoms of revenue collection are 
defective, in so far as accuracy in appraisement cannot be achieved under 
the present arrangement, hence the system known, as the variable cash 
assessment, with suitable provision for remission of rents in case crops 
fail altogether, is being adopted experimentally. 

The local Mutsaddis and candidates who were trained foi this survey 
work have surveyed 24 villages 

17. Tile total area cultivated during the year was 72.752 bighns, 
equal to 45,470 acres, as compired with 82,331 bighas, equal to 52,082 
acres, during the previous year. 

18 The State financial year of 1 0 1 <i- 17 opened with gloomy prospects, 
due to abnormal rainfall, and although all the tanks in the Chiefship were 
filled and percolation in wells had increased, the Kharif crops were seriously 
damaged, and as the manure was led away on account of continuous fills of 
rain the outturn of Rnbi was below normal In pastures grass was 
abundant. 

10. Ruling the year under report no Taqavi was advanced, 

20. Revenue' free grants of five bighas (irrigated land) were given to 
each of the 1 9 local recruits who joined the British arms. 20 servants of 
the Chiefship were granted Jagir lands in recognitionof their good services. 

At the request of the Jagirdar of Raksbi his village was exchanged 
by the Khalsu Village of Taswaria in the Dhikola Tehsil 

21. The boundary dispute between (1) Alamoo in KishangarJi and 
Bassaria in the Chiefship, and (2) Rawar in Ajmer and Lassavia in the 
Chiefship are still pending, but it is expected that they will be settled 
shortly. 

22. During the year Pandit Shiv Parshad remained in charge of the 
Octroi Department Bnb’u Bhagwan Pershad who was in charge of the 
Abkari Departmental the commencement of the year having resigned, the 
post continued vacant 

23 There are six Jagirs under the management of the Court of 
Wards, viz , Khamore, Rajias, Bhiumagar, Nowgaou. Jagpura and 
Bansera. TJialcur L'dai Singli of Khamore, who is a minor, continues 
his studies at Shahpura, with other minor Jagirdars who are receiving 
education in the Bnj School, Shahpura. and reside m the Karamsot 
Boarding House.

CHAPTER III. 

Pkotect/oa*. 

24. The Codes and Acts shown in Appendix 1J are in force in 
the Chiefship. 

25. Tlieie is no regular militaiy force. The armed Police Sawars, 
a\1io are classed under Cavalry, arc under the Superintendent of Police. 
The number of Cavnliy and Infantry during the year has been 25 and 58 
respectively. 

The Jagirdais’ quota, under the feudal system is 99 horsemen, 

1 camel-sowar and 5 footmen. The armed Police cany lance-; and 
muzzle-loading guns with bayonets, while the Jagirdur.s’ sowars generally 
carry swords. 

The woik of the ( ’avail \ generally consists of patrol duty and escort- 
ing the Jlajadhiiaja, and his family members 

These and the aimed Police do military work when necessary. 

2<>. The Infantry is mainly employed on guard duty, which, as 
well as the Cavalry, furnish guards of honour on ceremonial occasions. 
Roth are cla«sed as irregulars 

The total ehaiges, including the Police, amount to Rs. 29,014-4-3, ' 

against R> 35.077-5-G British coin in the p.evious year. 

A uniform to all members of Police is provided free of cost. 

27. The Criminal Intelligence Department is working satisfactorily. x

The Constables carry swords and small clubs, u bile the Chowkidars 
arc armed with lances. 

The ratio of the Police Force to the area is one unit per sq. mile 
and to the population 1 per 135 nearly. 

The necessary details are contained in Appendices V. and VI. 
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The 131 Chowkidars shown above are employed in their respec- 
tive villages. Their duty is to maintain order, report crime, births 
mid deaths and assist in the detection of offences. 

29. There are five Thanas in the Chiefship, i.e,, Shahpura. Pliulia, 

* Dhikola, Lassaria and Arwar, each in charge of a Sub-Inspector. There 

are also 5 outposts, viz., Borda, Amli, Karamdawas, Bilia and Kanechan. 

30. The health of the Force was generally good. 

31. The total number of congnizable offences instituted during 
the year was 216, against 140 in the last year. 

The number of cases investigated was 215, of which 133 were 
sent up for trial, while in 63 cases the accused were either not found 
guilty or discharged, and 19 cases were considered false. 

The number of persons arrested was 201, out of which 97 were con- 
victed and 53 are under trial, while 51 were discharged or acquitted by the 
courts. The percentage of convictions of the accused sent up for trial was 
74-63. 

The value of stolen property was Rs. 11,796-15-3, against 
Us. S, 960-2-6 in the last year, and of property recovered Rs. 5,362-15-3, 
against Rs. 7,1 50- 12-6 last year. 

32. Among the criminal tribes there are Baories and Sansis. 

The Baories have since settled at Borda Dhikola and ELhamore and their 
total number, inclusive of women and children, is 297. 

During the year under report 3 Baories died, 16 absconded, and 3 
returned to their homes and were punished. 

One family of Sansis, consisting of two males, one female and six 
children, were allowed to settle at Kanechan and have been given land for 
cultivation at concession rates. 

Administration. 

33. Rajkumar Umaid Singh, the heir-apparent, carries on the Mu-uint au. 
work of the administration of the Chiefship. 

34. In the Chiefship,' Mahaluna Rhas is the final Appellate Court, 
presided over by the Rajadhiraja, who is assisted by Musahib Ala. The 
work is divided into two branches. Revenue and Judicial. Munshi 
Mahabir Pershad assists Musahib Ala in Revenue work, while Thakur 
Bhup Sinha assists him in the J udicial work. Tn the Judicial branch 
criminal and civil appeals against the orders and decrees of the subordi- 
nate criminal and civil courts are heard. The Judicial Assistant’s Court 
and the Criminal Court are subordinate to the Mahakma Khas.

Munslii Mahabir Pershad, the Revenue Musahib, whose Mu-iinbM«U 


services were obtained for another year, proved to be a very experienced 
and able officer in his line, lienee he has been retained for three years more. 
He is in charge of the Revenue Department, and is designated Musahib 
Mai and Revenue Assistant to Musahib Ala in Revenue work. 
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36. If or the performance of the criminal work there are the follow- 
ing courts in the Chiefship : — 

(1) Sessions Judge — Mahakma Khas, presided over by the 

Rajadhiraja. 

(2) Assistant Sessions Judge — Judicial Assistant who also hears ’ 

all criminal eases in which one or both the parties are 
Jagirdars. This court was presided over by P. Ram 
Chander Ojha. 

(3) District Magistrate— This court was presided over by 

Purohit Badri Lai. Re has first-class Magistrate’s powers 
and can award punishment up, to three years and fine up to 
Rs, 500. He also hears appeals against third-class 
Magistrates. 

(4) The Civil Judge has also been invested with first-class 

Magistrate’s powers, .and hears such of the cases as are 
transferred to him .by Mahakma Khas from time to time. 

(5) Third-class Magistrate — The Tchsildars of Phulia and 

Nahar-sagar hear the criminal cases of rural areas in 
their respective revenue jurisdiction. 

37. The total number of cases instituted during the year in the 
Judicial Assistant’s Court is 17, plus 2 of the previous year, total 19, out 
of which 16 were disposed of during the year, leaving 3 at the end 
of the year. 

The number of criminal cases filed during the year in the other 
criminal courts was 330, plus 70 of the last year, thus making a total of 
400, out of which 334 were disposed of, leaving a balance of G6 at the 
end of the year. For the full working of these courts see Appendices 
VII and VIII. 

The number of offences reported in all the Criminal Courts during' 
fhe past and present year was 294 and 347 respectively. The number of 
persons dealt with and brought to trial was 600 and 642 respectively. 

The number of persons disposed of during the year was 562, leaving 
80 at the end of the year. The average duration for the decision of 
each^case was 25 days, .against 29 days in the previous year.

Appeals against the orders and decrees of Courts Nos. 4, 5, and 6 lie 
to Court No. .3. while those against the orders and decrees of Courts 
Nos. 2 and 3 lie to Mahatma Khas Judicial side. 

' Suits by and against Jagirdars are heard by the Judicial Assistant. 

39. In the court of the Judicial Assistant the number of Civil

Cases instituted during the year was 5, plus 1 balance of the last year, 
.making a total of 6, out of which 4 were disposed of, leaving 2 at the 
end of the year. 

.-The average duration ofeach ease was 5 months and 22 days. 

The number of execution of decrees was 12, plus nil of the last year, 
total 12, out of which 1 1 were disposed of, leaving one at the end of the 
year. 

The Civil Court was presided over by Sh ih Sirdar mal. 

The number of Civil Suits filed during the year was 135 and 29 • 
balance of the last year, making a total of 104, out of which 133 were 
disposed of, leaving a balance of 31 at the end of the year. 

The average duration of each ease was three months and 1 6 days. 

The number of execution cases filed during the year was 261, plus 
16 balance of the last year, making a total of 277, out of which 242 were 
disposed of, leaving a balance of 35 at the end of the year. 

In Courts Nos. 4, 5 and 6 the total number of Civil Suits filed 
during the year was 418, plus 17 balance of the last year, making a total 
of 435. Of these 419 were disposed of, leaving a balance of 16 at the end 
of the year. 

The number of execution petitions filed during the year in the 
above courts was 677, plus 13 of the last year, making a total of 690, 
out of which 675 were disposed of, leaving a balance of In at the end 
of the year.

40. The number of first appeals filed in Civil Court No. 3 was 
14, plus nil of the last year, total 14. Out of these 1 L were disposed of, 
leaving three at the end of the year. The average duration of each case 
was 3 months and G days. The number of second appeals filed in Court 
No. 1 was 15, plus 7 of the last year, making a total of 22. , Out of 
these 14 were disposed of, leaving a balance of P at the end of the year. 
The average duration of each case was 4 months and 3 days. 

Prison. 

41. There is only one Jail at the Capital, which contains four 
barracks for males, one ward for female prisoners and one lock-up for 
juvenile offenders in the Top-Khana. 

In tlie absence of juvenile offenders, under-trial prisoners are kept in 
the juvenile ward. 

There is sufficient accommodation for the guards outside the prison 
gate. » 

The health of the prisoners was, on the whole, good, except during 
the last two months, when some prisoners suffered from malarial 
fever. 

The total earnings of the prisoners during the year amounted to 
Its. 488-9-0, as compared with Es. 249-1-6 of the last year, which works 
out at 97 pies per head per diem. 

The expenditure during the year was Rs. 2.724-9-0, as compared 
with Es. 1,552- 1 5- of the last year, which works out at 3 annas 4 pies 
per head per diem. 

On 31st October 1917 the number of prisoners in Jail was 40. New 
admissious during the year were 127, -total 167. Of these 153 were 
released, leaving 14 at the close of the year. 

The average period of the accused under trial was 8*86 days, against 
30'66 of the last year. 

The industries carried on in the Jail are : — 

(1) Cotton (carpet) weaving. 

(21 Niwar (tape) weaving. - 

The Musahib Ala from time to time inspected the Jail and issued 
necessary instructions to the Superintendent, Shah Sardar Mai, who 
remained in charge of it throughout the year. 

Ill Finger Impression Slips of 99 prisoners were submitted to 
the Central Bureau, Mount Abu, during the year under report.

42. The duties of Registration are performed by the Judicial Assis- 
tant’s Court.

Madhav Rai, 
Treasury Officer, under whom a staff of ] Jamadar, 3 Constables, l 
Bhishti and 22 Sweepeis looks to the conservancy and lighting arrange- 
ments of The town. 

During the year under report the total expenditure incurred 
amounted tolls. 1,786-3-9.

a considerable area is reserved in several villages wheie grass and wood 
are reserved. • .

48. The total quantity of grass in hand was 1 ,4 J, 98,190 poolas, 
including 72,52.597 of the previous year. Out of these 28.08.487 poolas 
were used by the Raj cattle, and 1,13,89.709 remained in stock at the 
end of the year. 

The wood which is produced in these Sirs is tit for fuel only and 
is not available in such large quantities as might be kept in stock or ho 
exported. 

Trade .vsn AIaxcfacturi:. 

49. The chief exports are cotton, ghee, barley, wheat, maize and til. 
The chief imports are piece-goods, sugar, salt, rice and tobacco. Grain 
is also imported in bad years. 

50. The Chiefship possesses one Cotton Press and Ginning Factory. 


Pprlic Works IApariment. 

51. P. Kamchander remained in charge of the ordinary building 
work, while the T’maidsagcr work was supervised by Kim war Madan 
Singh, assisted by :» Sub-overseers. All other tanks are supervised by 
Madan Singh Mahta and Madho Singh Dangi, under the direct orders 
of Mahakma Khas. 

52. For details of expenditure undu P. W. ].). see Appendix XIX. 

53. No Titasure Trot e was found in the Chiefship during the 
year under report. 

Post Ojtk e. 

54. The Chiefship maintains a postal system of its own. Official 
papers on the Chiefship’s service are carried free, while private letters 
are sent to their destinations throughout the Chiefship on one pice stamps, 
which are sold by the Tahsildars. The Raj mails are carried by runners. 
The system is growing very popular, and a daily increasing volume of 
correspondence has been pressing through its agency. Two runners have 
been added to the number already in service, and the sphere of its 
activities has been much extended. 

55. There is one Government Combined Post and Telegraph Office 
at Shahpura. 

56. There is a State Library, which contains a large number of 
books in English, Sanskrit and Hindi. 
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. . CHAPTER. V. 

Revenue and Finance, 

57. Since October 1915 the' Treasury has been entrusted to the 
Shalipura firm of Seths Sujanmal Mool Chand of Ajmer, which carries 
on its work under the supervision of the Treasury Officer, who is also the 
Head Aeountant. 

During the year under report Pandit Madhav Rai was in charge 
of the office. 

The year opened with a cash balance of Ids 14.70G-5-0 (British 
currency). The total receipts and expenditure for the year are shown in 
Appendix XXII. 

During the year under report the total demand (including loan and 
arrears) was Es. 8,89,409-10-0 and the total collections Rs. 6,02,792-2-0, 
against Rs. 5,98,209-9-0 in the last year. 

The total expenditure during the year under report was 
Rs. 6,00,735-5-3, against Rs. G, 07, 164-12-9 in the last year. 

The amount of tribute due to the Government of India was paid on 
due dates. 


CHAPTER VI. 

Vital Statistics 

5S. There is one Dispensary in the Chiefship, which is at the Capital 

Assistant Surgeon J. R. Murkute resigned. He has’ been replaced 
by Pt. Ramrich Pal Shu Ida, Sub- Assistant Surgeon, whose services have 
been lent for 3 years. 

During the year under report the number of out-door and in-dooi 
patients was 10,247, and 72 respectively. The average daily attendance 
was 65'5. The total expenditure was Rs 7,041-13-6. as compared with 
Rs. 4,447-9-0 in the last year.

62. The number of births during the year under report was 67 4, 
against 822 in the last year, while the number of deaths was 1,885, 
against 1,115 in the previous year. 

63. The Chicfsliip maintains one travelling Hospital under Sheikh 
Abdulla, an experienced compounder of the Raj Hospital. 

64. The Desi Aushdhalya established at his expense by Raj Kumar 
Umaid Singh at Sangaria continues to render much-needed help to the 
inhabitants of the neighbouring villages. 


CHAPTER VII. 

Education. 

Go. The number of schools in the Chiefship is 13, of which three are 
in Shahpura and 10 in the district, viz., Dhikola, Kothiau, Kanechan, 
Kalan, Bachkhera, Dlioria, Kachola, Anvar, Taswaria, Phulia Ivalan, 
and Kadisana. 

There is one Anglo- Vernacular Middle School at the Capital, divided 
into two sections, viz., English and Hindi. 

In the English section boys are taught up to the Rajputana Middle 
School Examination, while in the Hindi Section up to the Vernacular 
Final Examination of the United Provinces. 

Pandit Bhairun Lai is the Head Master of the Raj School. 

During the year under report 4 boys were sent up for the 
Rajputana Middle School Examination, out of which one came out; 
successful. 

There are also one branch school and one girls’ school at Shahpura, 
where the students are taught Hindi. 

In addition to the above there are 3 more Primary Schools in 
the Chiefship. one at Sangaria, another at Dhanop, and the third at 
Thenal, which are maintained by Rajkumar Umaid Singh, Rajkumar 
Sirdar Singh and the public respectively. 

66. There is one Boarding House called “ Karamsot Rajput 
Boarding House,” which was founded by the illustrious mother of the 
Rajadhiraja and is attached to the Raj School. There are 19 Rajputs* 
including 4 Jagirdars, 3 Brahman, 8 Mahajans, 1 Kayasth, 1 Banva, 
and 1 Daroga, and the total number is 28, against 39 in the last vear. 

Raghurajput Boarding House, founded last year, is under construc- 
tion. 7 Rajput boys have been admitted during the year. Rajkumar 
Umaid Singh grants free maintenance to 13 boys. 
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Brahin Boarding House established this year for giving fiee 
board, lodging and education to poor Riahaman hoys, has been working 
well? The number of boys admitted therein is 14. The Rajadhiraja has 
oft'ei’ed a permanent annual giant of Rs. 3,500 for this charitable 
institution. 

67. During the year the Chiefship. with a view to encourage 
education, lias been granting 7 scholarships worth Rs. 100 to various 
boys studying in various Colleges. 

68. The education in all the schools in the Chiefship is free.
